The reason of 
thisis obvious. Theduties of theGovernor 
are manifold and onerous, and if he 
was furty times the railroad man you 
claim that he is, he would not be able 
to intelligently manage the. road, and at 
the same time perform his duties as Gov- 
ernor. The majority of tax payers do not 
believe that the present Governor (or any 
other man.) can successfully fill the office of 
Governor and manage the State Road in 
such a manneras to be productive of the 
greatest revenue to the State. 

The tax payers” do not believe that 
this is the time to make experiments. They 
have the official testimony of the Governor 
that he found the Road iu charge of an 
“able and efficient officer.” The tax pay- 
ers were satisfied with the management of 
the Road, and desired no change. Repub- 
licans of high standing in their party pro- 
tested against any change. I am told that
